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ON LEGALIZING EUTHANASIA 
The incid ent concerning the ad m ission on the 
pa rt of an English d octor tha t he has been re­ 
sponsible for fiv e “m ercy slay ings” has brou ght 
to renew ed interest and d iscu ssion of the right of 
an ind iv id u al to an easy d eath throu gh the as­ 
sistance of a phy sician. 
The English d octor, who was d escribed in news 
reports, as an eld erly , kind ly person of retiring 
natu re, freely ad m itted tha t he had pu t fiv e in­ 
d iv id u als to d eath for their own good . One was a 
baby whom he said was d oomed to im becility 
and fou r were ad u lts who were afflicted w ith in­ 
cu rable d isease. The d octor said tha t he firm ly 
believ ed in su ch a cou rse as the right thing to d o 
and tha t his conscience has nev er trou bled him 
ov er his d eed s. 
A fter the news concerning the practice of the 
d octor in qu estion cam e to light, his cou rse was 
im m ed iately d efend ed by Lord M oy nihan, one 
of G reat B ritain’s m ost d istingu ished su rgeons. 
Lord M oy nihan a t once annou nced the lau nch­ 
ing of a form al cam paign to legalize su ch prac­ 
tice in England . He will attem pt to form v olu n­ 
tary eu thanasia legalization society grou ps to 
fu rther the cau se. 
Ad v ocates of su ch practice are to be fou nd in 
this cou ntry althou gh m ost m em bers of the m ed ­ 
ical profession in the U nited States take the a tti­ 
tu d e tha t the taking of a hu m an life is bey ond 
the v estinent of power of the hu m an being. 
There is no qu estion bu t tha t the hu rry ing of 
d eath wou ld be an act of m ercy in innu m erable 
,cases of persons su ffering w ith d ead ly affliction, 
or in the case of a new born baby d oomed to su p­ 
posed ly incu rable affliction, if only the present 
statu s is to be consid ered . B u t who can say , ev en 
the m ost skilled phy sician, w hat m ight d ev elop 
tha t wou ld change the pictu re for m any ind iv id ­ 
u als. S tartling ad v ancem ents are m ad e y early in 
the treatm ent of d iseases and the skill of su r­ 
gery . W hile there are m any hu m an ills y et to be 
conqu ered , the nu m ber d ecreases slowly bu t 
su rely . 
T here cou ld be gross and ev en crim inal abu se 
of legalized eu thanasia. There is no separating 
logic and sentim ent for they are too closely inte r­ 
wov en in the thinking of ev ery ind iv id u al. This 
wou ld lead Lo abu se of the priv ilege, in itself, and 
the crim inal elem ent is alway s interm ingled in 
society . 
T here m ay be a tim e w hen “m ercy slay ing” will 
be in ord er, w hen the skilled will be able to d e­ 
term ine bey ond reasonable d ou bt w hen a case 
is bey ond the scope of relief, bu t su ch cond itions 
d o not ex ist tod ay . 


NEED FOR EDUCATIONAL INTERPRETATION 
W hen Galileo proclaim ed m ore tha n 300 y ears 
ago tha t the earth mov ed , he was forced to 
recant. W hen Bru no su pported the Copernican 
theory of the u niv erse, he was bu rned a t the 
stake. W hen the eclipse cam e, m en prostrated 
them selv es in terror. W hen fam ine, plagu e, and 
pestilence stru ck, people looked on in horror— 
helpless to d efend them selv es. 
G alileo’s d iscov eries of those early , scientific 
play things w hich tod ay we call the clock, the 
therm om eter, the com pass, the telescope, were 
perhaps m ore astou nd ing and farreaching tha n 
any of tod ay . W as he honored , aid ed , prov id ed 
fu nd s for fu rther research as a Dr. B anting or a 
Com pton is tod ay ? No. G alileo’s college teaching 
job paid him fifteen cents a d ay . He finally was 
forced to recant. 
It is not enou gh simply to d ev elop id eas w ithin 
the college walls. T hat was one failu re of ed u ca­ 
tion in G alileo’s d ay . 
People d id not u nd er­ 
stand . The aim s and accom plishm ents of ed u ca­ 
tion were not interpreted to them . 
Tod ay people are asking, Does ed u cation pay ? 
Does it pay to hav e one m illion boy s and girls in 
A m erican colleges? It is u nd ou bted ly tru e tha t 
d iscov eries concerning hu m an natu re hav e not 
kept pace w ith those concerning natu re. Still no 
reason why the A m erican nation has not followed 
Eu ropean 
nations w ith rev olu tions of 
blood 
ra the r tha n w ith rev olu tions of the ballot prob­ 
ably is tha t A m erican citizens hav e had m ore 
training in u niv ersities and colleges tha n any 
other people in the world . 
Ed u cation Week is here. The nation is again 
taking stock of its schools and colleges. All of 
this helps in giv ing u s an ed u catioon tha t m eans 
som ething. At least we no longer bu rn ou r pro­ 
fessors a t the stake.
